However, the situation in the field 
of grain supply swag still far “from 
satisfactcry. The methods employ- 
led in purchasing the grain, which 
(in many cases amounted to Fequisi- 
tioning the peasunts’ surplus grain 
at fixed State prices and which were 
iurther aygruvated in some places 
hy various acts of abuse 
authorities, left behind a substan-” 
nal residue of. dissatisfaction in the |, 
peasants, .minds. So the last 
pienary session of the party Central 
Committer, held in” July, turned 
from compulsion to conciliation as 
the’ best means of dealing with the 
peasants. The fixed prices for grain 
were raised by about 15 per cent; 
and al] methods of forcible grain 
collection were expressly forbidden, 
New Season's Bad Baginning. 
It is still ‘too early to forecast 
with ‘any certainty the results of 
this year's grain supply vampaign.

Union ,where the harvest ripens 
earliest, | egpecially the southern 
steppe districts of Ukraine, suffer- 
ed severely from, drought, and in 


some cases require aid from other 
parts of the country.in food, seeds, 
and fodder, On the other hand, ex- 
cellent crops are reported from re- 
gions where the harvest comes Jate, 
in Siberia and the Urals, in the 
lower Volga, and, the steppes of 
‘Kazakistiin, The crop yield 23 a 
whole’ is appraised .ag better, than 
last year’s, and this, it is believed, 
fully guarantees the supply .of the 
ecuntry, although as yet. there is 
little talk of exporting grain. 
The area planted with grain is 
uf still about fifteen million acres less

Mistress, and has written o letter 
to the paper meationed in.order to 
make: public the vast accumulation 
of priceless treasures of which the 
tomb has been despoiled. . He 
Lstates that ‘the eunuch, Li; Liea 
Ying, kept a diary atid recorded 
there the ‘circumstances of the 
sepulture of ,the Dowager. Empress 
and made a’ list of the treasures 
that. were buried with her, It -is 
an astounding catalogue, if true, 
and thers is no reason to think it 
otherwise. The tale. of jewels re- 
‘calls the fables’ of the Arabian 
Nights ond suggests that, in ‘the 
tombs of the bygone sovereigns of 
Asia, there are buried treasures, }, 
the value of which make the war 
debts of Europe seem insignificant, 
Garnishing Of The Cofix. 

._ He says: Before the Dowager 
Empress was Jaid in the coffin ‘the 
bettom was spread with a mattress 
of gold thread, seven inches thick, 
in ‘which wag woven on embroidery 
of pearls, On top of the mattress 

was. laid a, silk embroidered cover- 
let strewn with a layer of pearls. 
On the pearl ‘layer wag a lave sheet 
of pearig into, which wag-woven a 
figure. of Buddha. At, the head 
there was placed a jade ornament 
| resembling lotus leaves and at the 
foot a similar ornament of jade i in 
the.shape of-a lotug flower.’ These 
were arranged in their pluces and 
“then” the bedy, wag lifted into the 
‘\-coffin. The head: of the Dowager 
Empress’ rested on the lotus leaves 
and ‘her feet ‘on the. lotus flower. 
She. was dressed in ao ceremonial 
robe on which" pearls" were em- 
broidered“in’ gold ‘thread, and over 


that an embroidered" jacket swith |. 


a rope of pearls; also, a rope of 
pearienine times encircled her body, 
and 19 pearl images’ of Buddha 
were laid by her arins. All these 
were, gifts sent by private, persons 
for the imperial obsequies; they are 
not included in the official list of 
valuables. 

These private gifts having been 
.80 digposed, the body of the Dow- 
ager Empress Wag covered with the 
sacred-Tolo pall on which are writ- 
ten priyers in Manchu script. A 
chaplet of pearls wag placed on her 
head and by her side .were laid 
gold, jade and gem Buddhas.to the 
number of 108. On each right ‘and 


one water-melon ‘and two sweet 
melong of jade and geins made in 
the shape of ‘peaches, ~ pears, 
Bp te dates ete.,’ to the number 
| of 200. uy the Empress’s left side 
wag placed a gem shaped like a 
lotus root with leaves and flowers 
sprouting from the, top., On the 
right there wag'a coral tree.
